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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 18, 21, 23, and 27 contain improper multiple dependencies. See MPEP 
§ 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the examiner was unable to classify the claims in respective 
groups and they have not been further treated on the merits. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group 1, claim(s) 1-9 and 15 are drawn to a dial display classified in class 362, 
subclass 23. 

Group 2, claim(s) 10-14 are drawn to a process of manufacturing classified in 
class 29, subclass 592.1. 

Group 3, claim(s) 16 and 17, are drawn to an LED classified in class 
362 subclass 800. 

Group 4, claim(s) 19 and 20, are drawn to a display module classified in class 

349. 

Group 5, claim(s) 22, are drawn to a movement module classified in class 318 
subclass 685. 

Group 6, claim(s) 24-26, are drawn to a connector module classified in class 361 
subclass 736. 
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The inventions listed as Groups 1-6 do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The dial module of group 1 could be manufactured without the use of a an 
adhesive or an electrically conductive back surface as claimed in group 2. The dial 
module of group 1 could be illuminated without light emitting diodes as claimed in group 
3. The display module of group 4 does not include a light source and could be used in a 
display screen of any computer or other electronic device that does not include a dial 
module. The movement module in group 5 also does not include a light source and the 
dial module of group 1 could operate without such claimed movement module. The 
connector module of group 6 also is not necessary for the operation of the dial module 
claimed in group 1. Although some of these groups may be workable together they are 
separate inventions, which do not meet the requirements for unity. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of 
record showing the inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the 
record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim
